Elements in the Life of th C

te Many earnest persons are pondering | m 
ae on one of the prominent facts in the 
ecclesiastical life of our day, and ask- 
ing the. significance of it the fact that 
the church, with n the life-time of 
many of us, has been rapidly changing 
in its apprehenslon of doctrine, its 
ritual, its view of itself, its relation to 
the world at large, and its external 
marks. Is this a legitimate change? 
they are asking; is it to be expected? 
is it in the line of the church's natural 
growth? is it consistent with a true 
unity with the church of former ages? 
Or is it, as is sometimes said, a grow- 
ing away from the church’s former 
self, a dissolution of the bonds of nat- 
ural, spiritual continuity? Is there in 
all, this change, anything permanent? 
Is there, in the permanence we must 
belieye the church to have, aby room 
for change? What are the relations of 
these two opposite elements to one an- 
other? Is it the case that we may say, 
with the author af the history of crea- 
tion, that both the evening and the 
morning are the day? Many thought- 
ful persons, within the ¢hurches and 
, Without, are asking such questions. It 
is to the former of these classes rather 
than the latter that I would speak, be- 
cause the problem presses upon them 
more insistently, more painfully. 


We have all ‘been amused, while at 
the same time we have been saddened, 
at heating men speak of the doetrine, 


1 * apriesterufl- and of religion as a mat- 
ae ter of invention; it happened to be in- 
rep vented in this way; it might just as 

11551 well have been in that; if those who 
ae have religion in charge should decide 
ö to change it and make it consist in 
5 something different, they could do so; 
17 there is nothing in the nature of the 
case to preyent them, We have smiled 
at hearing this; it seems to us so very 
absurd. We have been saddened to 
et (ie ‘ think that what we know to be so un- 
mit... Changeable in its nature should be so 
profoundly misunderstood. I Say, we 
know, for-that isa claim we have no 
* hesitation in asserting. Others may 
ah think we, invent, we, fancy, we only 
vaguely helieve. We know that we know; 
that if that word has ever any meaning, 
if there is any such thing as know- 
ledge, there are truths in the province 
of religion which we know. And if 
any one replies that absolute knowledge 
is everywhere impossible, that there is 
„ n such thing as, really knowing any- 
| thing, then we answer that that post- 

tion is suicide, since to knowAhat theré 

is no knowledge is itself knowledge. 
And in making our claim to knowing, 
we deny that we are one whit more 
. dogmatic or arrogant than the geolo- 
gist, the psychologist, the mathema- 
tician, or any other investigator of the 
universe. There are, we profess, cer- 
dain absolute facts in the department 
of religion, as in the department of 
geology; facts which we do not invent 
} but only discover, facts which we can- 
not change a hair’s breadth by any 
theological speculations or-ecclesiasti- 
cal councils, such as We are supposed 
to use in producing our manufactured 
| article, religion, 
att) In every department of life, except 
theology and art, the existence of. ab- 
solute facts is recognized as a matter 
of cdéurse. No mathematician is ac- 
cused of inventing the multiplication 
table. No geologist is told that the 
rocks are what he makes them to be. 
In all the departments of science the 
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the nature of the scientist’s task. Cer- 
tain facts are given in the nature of 
things: it is the scientist's business to 
discover what these facts are and to 
investigate the relations between them. 


Here then is our claim for theology; 
that it is just as truly a science as are 
the so-called natural sciences; that its 
facts are just as truly absolute, unman- 
ufactured, and permanent, and the 
only reason why they are not uni- 
versally recognized as such or why 
there is any question about them, is be- 
cause the province of man’s spiritual 
life is more difficult to penetrate and 
more obscire than the province of 
flowers or rocks, and yet is one with 
which all men are 80 directly con- 
cerned that everybody thinks he under- 
stands it and has his theory about it. 

I have spoken of theology as if it had 
a decisive part in the questions we are 
considering. And it has, though I 
know'the subject with which we started 
was the permanent and progressive 
elements in the life of the church. The 
life of. the church is not, it is true, the- 
olegy. That life consists also in emo- 
tion and action. But. thought in the 

long run rules everything. What a 
man believes he comes to be. And the

are iuvolved in the nature of man and 
of the universe in which he finds him- 
self. He must understand them in 
order to understand himself and his 
surroundings. Aud they can be con- 
ceived really in only one way; and the 
reason why not all men see them in 
this one and the same way, is because 
it requtres skilled obrervation aid the 
power of spiritual vision. 

What are these data, these inherently 
necessary facts, lying at the bottom of 
the constitution of every man, which 
cannot be conceived as absent, if one 


‘would understand himself completely? 


They happen to be embraced in the 
Apostles’ Creed. Strip off the historic 


dress in which they are there pre- 


sented, and we find them in their ulti- 
mate condition: That there 1s a God, 
who is the origin of the known and the 
unkhown; who is absolutely self-lim- 
ited, and whose nature is yet incom- 
plete without the exlstence of other 
beings. That this God has a human 
side, which was revealed once in the 
history of the world in a being who 
represented completely God under 
human conditions. That all that is 
best in the life of the world or of man 
18 not only: similar to the divine, but is 
God himself, direetly, and spiritually 
present. That all those in whom is this 
spirit of God will be bound essentially 
and organigally to one another as well 
as to Him, That the power which 
draws men away from God is less strong 
than the power that draws them to 
God; that death does not affect the 
continuity of personal identity; and 
that spiritual life enables its ‘possessor 
to sharé with God complete independ- 
ence of the conditions of time. 


That is a statement of the ultimate 
facts of man's spiritual constitution 
and of the conditions of the universe 
which that constitution must neces- 
sarily involve; just as a description of 
a man's bones, muscles, and organs 
with their functions would be a state- 
ment of the ultimate facts of his physi- 
cal constitution, and air, food, light, 
heat, would be conditions of the world 
which they necessarily involve. Every 
one of these ultimate spiritual data, 
with the possible exception of the last 
two, exists necessarily, for it is implied 
in any, in each human being, Analyze 
him into his constituent spiritual parts, 
aud you find ‘these ultimate elements; 
just as, if you analyze his mind into its 
constituent, mathematical parts, you 
find as ultimate elements the ideas of 
sequence, number, likeness, difference; 
just as, if you analyze his body, you 
come down to carbon, hydrogen, and 
oxygen. 


Here then is the ultimate basis of all 
religious truth, the nature of things. 
Quod non necesse est, non est. We be- 
neve lin God, because His existence is 
involved in dur ‘dwn. We beliéve in 
the Trinity, the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost, because a God without this com- 
plexity of essence would be no God, 
would be blank nothingness. We be- 
lieve in the Incarnation because since 
God’s spirit is continually embodying 
itself in various degrees in men, it must 
ineyitably happen that at some time it 
would embody itself as completely as is 
possible under human conditions. 


All the main doctrines: of Chkistian- 
ity then, are according to our belief, 
just as inevitably necessary as are the 
facts of mathematics; they have the 
same basis in the nature of things, and 
therefore the universal recognition of 
them, ahd conformity of men to them, 
is only a, matter Of time. When one 
has scen that basis of certainty, what a 
sense of absolute security it gives! To 
feel underfoot the massive strength of 
necessary truth, of existence of which 
one can be even surer than he can of 
his own existence, this is indeed to find 
one’s feet planted on a rock, the Rock 
of Ages. 

But these ultimately necessary facts 
are one thing; men’s opinions about 
them are another. Deductions, infer- 
ences, historical embodiments, develop- 
ments—these are all matters in which 
testimony and logie and metaphysics 
are concerned. How shall we arrive at 
a knowledge of the ultimate facts, and 
how distinguish them from men’s opin- 
ions about them? Just as we do in 
the other departments of knowledge, 
by the consensus of trained opinion. 
The ultimate facts of number—and I 
keep recurring to mathematics for illus- 
tration, because it is the readiest in- 
stance of necessary truth—are discov- 
ered and attested by the consensus of 
matheticians.. And so the ultimate 
facts of spiritual life haye been dis- 
covered and authoritatively attested by 
the Christian consciousness, working 
semper, ubique, et ab omnibus. And let 
no one say Ah, but this abolishes 
Revelation; religion is surely revealed 
by God.” Yes, but this is Revelation,

But this is of course puiting the 
question only one step farther back. If 
the ultimate facts are attested by rev- 
‘elation, what is the test of ‘revelation? 
And the answer comes from all the 
‘centuries; Authority, or to speak ‘more 
‘accurately, authorities. The Bible, 
the Church, the Creeds, the councils, 
special religious leaders, tuose who 
have stood for euch one ef us as teach- 
ers or ideals, these are all authorities 
of varying degrees of credibility and 
value, No one of them determines tt 
truth; it bears witness toit and is de- 
termined by it; and each is of worth 
far as its witness coincides with that of 
the ultimate Christian consciousness, 
The guide-post does not determine the 
road, but the road determines | the 
guide-post.

But, granting that the church in 
every age must change, not all change, 
we are sure, is true growth.

Our Lord answered 
that question when he said, Think not 
that I am come to destroy the Law and 
the Prophets. Iam not come to de- 
stroy, but to fulfil.” Each stage is to 
be a completion of the preceding. 
Each, as it takes up the modes of 
thought and life which have been 
handed to it, will endeavor, if it de- 
sires to base itself firmly, to find 
they were aiming at. It is that 
which is precious, It is that whic 
gives unity with the past. The partic- 


ular forms of worship, the canons (of. 


discipline, the phrases of creed, these 
are the shell ofthe church’s life; the 
precious kernel within is the purpose 
which these are intended to accom- 
plish. Any change which makes that 
purpose plainer, freer from impeding 
accidentals, more widely and power- 
fully operative, is in the interest of the 
purpose itself.

Alréady large gangs of men are at work 
along the line and as fast as the material 
arrives it will be placed in position.

ratory situated just back of the Treas 
urer’s office.
